According to John Wilkie, vice 
president of the surface lines, the 
plot was discovered when conductors 
were reported to have boasted of their 
incomes and chided employés assigned 
to cars which do not carry the devices. 
He said the practice was genéral on 
the 285 cars so equipped. 

It is said tests have determined that 
an average conductor, working with 
but one flat dime, could clear $12 in 
an eight hour day, with normal traffic. 

Some of the more proficient con- 
ductors, it is said, use four or five of 
the mutilated dimes. 

Several hours after Kranz’s arrest, 
Conductor J. Farrell of the Broadway- 
Devon line was taken into custody.

WEST INDIES IS 
PLEA IN SENATE 
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Reed Sees Canal Menaced 
by Foreign Guns. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan, 10.—[Spe. 
elal.}—Acquisition of the British and 
French West Indies as a measure nec- 
emary to the safety of the United 
States and the security of the Panama 
canal in case of war was vigorously 
af@vocated in the senate today by Sen- 
ator Reed [Dem., Mo.]}. 

Senator Reed's speech was the open- 
ing Gun of a drive for action on his 
resolution requesting the President to 
open negotiations with the British and 
french governments to ascertain 
whether they are willing to cede their 
West Indian possessions and Bermuda 
and Trinidad to the United States. He 
spoke for several hours today, illustrat- 
ing his speech with huge charts and 
maps, and will go on again tomorrow 
in an effort to convince the senate that 
no time should be lost in acting on the 
resolution. 


Makes Canal Hard to Defend. 

The burden of Senator Reed's argu- 
ment today was that the proximity of 
the British and French possessions to 
American shores, under modern condi- 
tions of aerial] and submarine warfare,

through the canal or the region of the 
British and French possessions. He 
warned the senate not to be lulled into 
a false security because of the friendly 
relations now existing between the 
United States, Great Britain, and 
France. 

Danger to U. 8S. Commerce. 

“We are getting our troops ont of 
Europe,” said Senator Reed. “Let us 
hope that we are getting ourselves out 
of European entanglements and Euro 
pean disputes and problems. I think 
this an exceedingly appropriate time 
to take a preliminary step looking 
toward the getting of foreign nations 
out of American waters and the re- 
moval of the guns of foreign nations 
from possessions where they command 
the passages of the sea which are vital 
to the commercial welfare of our coun- 
try and doubly vital in case of hostili- 
ties.” 

Senator Reed at this juncture read 
the text of his resolution, 

“The resolution goes no further,” 
Senator Reed continued, “than to in- 
quire whether these two great and 
friendly nations will discuss the prop- 
osition. It does not propose to fix or

Senate Hearings Enlist 
Formidable Host. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 10,—[Spe- 
cial.J—Hearings on the McCormick 
amendment to prevent child labor 
started today with a backing of un- 
usual magnitude. Representatives of 
women’s organizations 
with a membership of over 6,000,000 


and of Jabor organizations with an en- 
rollment in excess of 5,000,000 ad- 
dressed a senate judiciary subcommit- 
tee in behalf of federal control over 


juvenile employment. 

With them appeared spokesmen for. 
chureh organizations, the National 
Catholic Welfare council, which ‘has 
behind it the Roman Catholic church 
and the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, embracing thirty- 
two Protestant bodies with a member- 
ship of 22,000,000. On the lists too, 
were many welfare and civic societies 
of national scope. 

All urged prompt action, the idea 
in the background being that between 
now and June the legislatures of forty- 
two states will meet and after con- 
gress acts an amendment will require 
ratification by thirty-six states.

Samuel Gompers, head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, acted as 
master of ceremonies, introducing 
the speakers.

“It seems,” he said, 
“that the organizations at this hearing 
speak for more than 70 per cent of 
the population. Seldom indeed has 
such a mass of sentiment been behind 
a reform.” 

The hearing centered largely around 
a statistical presentation by Miss 
Grace Abbott, chief of the children’s 


g>ureau, United States department of 


labor. Miss Abbott pointed out that 
more than a million children betweef 
the ages of 10 and 15, inclusive, are 
engaged in gainful occupations, accord- 
ing to the 1920 census, or about one 
twelfth of all the children of that age 
period. 

Child workers of 10 to 13 years num- 
ber 378,000, while of all the juvenile 
workers of 10 to 15 years, 647,000, or 
61 per cent, are in Iture, for- 
estry, and animal husbandry. In the 
mills and factories 185,000 children un- 
der 16 are working, or 17 per cent of 
the total. -

Danger Lurks in Michigan 
Sports Control Division 


Michigan is in no danger of having | 
her football or other athletic activities 
curtailed or sup- 
pressed. In spite 
of a small but 


select group of 
thinkers who are 
either thinking a 
century ahead or 
a century behind 
the thought of 
the university, 
and who oppose 
the further devel- 
opment of physi- 
cal education and 
athletics theoret- 
ically but not 
eruptively, Michi-. 
gan is going 
ahead with:one of 
the broadest and 
most comprehensive schedules 
America. . 
Lagging a trifle behind both Illinois 
and Ohio at present, chiefly because of 
lack of adequate facilities, Michigan, 
with the completion of her great new 
field house, probably will assume lead- 
ership in the west in physical educa- 
tion and intr ral sports and make 
even greater vances in intercollegi- 
ate athletics in which she now holds 
one of the commanding positions. 


Danger in Security. 

Yet Michigan, secure in her. ad- 
yanced position, united in the belief 
that education includes the physical as 
well as mental development of men 
and women, is in the most perilous po- 
sition of any of the big state universi- 
ties I have visited. The very security, 
or seeming security of her athletic po- 
sition makes it dangerous. Although, 
among some of the older profs, and 
some of the serious thinkers, athletics 
has developed to a stage where they 
fear the side show is getting bigger 
than the main tent, there is no danger 
of the academic forces swatting ath- 
letics. 

President Burton favors and urges 
athletics and believes in physical edu- 
cation as an aid to constructive educ3- 
tion for citizenship.
